Report  of  Andrew  Keogh,  Librarian. 
'To  the  President  and  Fellows  of  Tale  University: 
Gentlemen: 

IHA\'E  the  honor  to  report  on  the  work  of  the  University 
Library  during  the  academic  year  1930-31. 
The  great  event  of  the  year — the  greatest  since  the 
founding  of  the  Library — was  the  transfer  of  the  books  and  of 
the  functions  of  the  Library  to  the  Sterling  Memorial  build- 
ing. The  moving  of  the  books  began  on  July  7,  and  by  the 
opening  of  college  on  September  25  they  had  all  been  trans- 
ferred, with  the  exception  of  Linonia  and  Brothers  and  the 
Reserve  Books.  These  two  collections  were  left  in  Linsly  Hall 
until  the  Christmas  recess,  when  the  rooms  in  Sterling  were 
ready  to  receive  them.  During  the  transfer  the  Library  did  not 
close,  and  all  the  books  were  available  for  readers.  An  article 
telling  how  the  books  were  moved,  written  by  Miss  Withing- 
ton  of  the  Library  staff,  appeared  in  the  Tale  University 
Library  Gazette  for  October. 

The  formal  dedication  of  the  Sterling  Memorial  Library 
was  held  on  April  11,  and  the  addresses  delivered  on  this 
occasion  were  published  as  a  special  supplement  to  the  April 
Gazette.  The  April  number  was  a  monograph  on  the  new 
building,  with  articles  on  its  general  architectural  features,  its 
mechanical  equipment,  the  bookstack  tower,  and  the  decora- 
tion. The  issue  was  handsomely  illustrated,  and  many  of  the 
illustrations  have  been  reproduced  in  post  card  and  larger 
sizes  and  have  proved  very  popular. 

After  the  books  were  shelved  in  the  new  building  a  careful 
inventory  was  taken,  chiefly  to  see  that  the  books  were  in  the 
right  order,  but  partly  to  find  out  how  many  books  we  had. 
No  such  systematic  count  had  been  undertaken  for  at  least 
thirty  years,  and  the  schedules  are  still  under  analysis.  This 
inventory  is  part  of  the  survey  ol  the  Library  promised  in  my 
last  report. 

Rules  for  the  use  of  the  rooms  in  the  new  building,  including 
the  new  provision  of  seminaries,  studies,  and  stalls,  have  been 
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made  by  the  Library  Committee,  on  the  basis  of  recommenda- 
tions made  by  appropriate  subcommittees.  Some  of  these 
rules  are  tentative,  but  they  are  the  results  of  many  meetings 
and  much  consideration. 

THE  GROWTH  OF  THE  LIBRARY 

Counting  by  the  method  in  use  for  the  last  quarter  of  a 
century,  the  number  of  volumes  and  pamphlets  added  to  the 
General  Library  was  52,342,  of  which  27,835  came  by  gift, 
16,109  by  purchase,  and  8,398  by  exchange.  The  figures  for  the 
school  and  departmental  libraries  are  shown  on  pages  18-19. 

GIFTS 

On  April  23,  President  Hadley's  birthday,  Mrs.  Hadley  gave 
^1,000  to  start  an  Arthur  Twining  Hadley  Memorial  Fund,  the 
income  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  books  in  political 
economy,  ethics,  and  allied  subjects.  Increases  in  funds  during 
the  year,  either  through  the  Yale  Endowment  or  by  direct 
gift,  were  as  follows:  the  Frank  Altschul  Fund,  $208;  Francis 
Bacon  Fund,  $425;  Henry  Behn,  Jr.,  Fund,  $7,000;  Albert  H. 
Childs,  '61,  Fund,  $20,000;  George  Parmly  Day  Fund, 
$2,520  from  Boston  alumni;  Franklin  Bowditch  Dexter 
Fund,  $3,000;  Ellsworth  Eliot  Fund,  $2,500;  Marjorie  Walter 
Goodhart  Fund,  $1,500;  May  Humphreys  Fund,  $200  from 
Mr.  J.  Sanford  Barnes,  B.A.  1891,  and  $50  from  Mr.  Samuel 
H.  Fisher,  B.A.  1889;  John  Kean  Memorial  Fund,  $5,000; 
and  the  Josiah  Dwight,  Clarissa  James,  and  James  Lyman 
Whitney  Fund,  $500. 

Mr.  Samuel  Rossiter  Betts,  B.A.  1875,  who  died  in  Decem- 
ber, 1930,  left  a  bequest  of  $50,000,  the  income  to  be  used  for 
the  care  and  increase  of  the  Betts  Collection  of  Yale  Memo- 
rabilia. Shortly  before  his  death  Mr.  Betts  sent  his  memorabilia 
here,  including  his  collection  of  Yale  poetry,  and  gave  $250 
for  the  increase  of  the  poetry  collection  and  $500  towards  the 
support  of  the  Tale  University  Library  Gazette. 

Mr.  James  Hosmer  Penniman,  B.A.  1884,  continued  his 
generous  practice  of  purchasing  books  on  education,  contrib- 
uting $343  during  the  first  part  of  the  year.  At  his  unexpected 
death  in  April,  the  income  of  the  endowment  of  the  Penniman 
Memorial  Library  became  available  for  its  maintenance. 
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The  Loring  W.  Andrews  Memorial  Library  Fund  was 
increased  by  a  bequest  of  Sio,ooo  from  Mrs.  William  Loring 
Andrews,  who  died  in  November,  1930. 

Many  alumni  have  made  gifts  to  current  income  during  the 
year,  in  addition  to  those  of  Mr.  Betts  mentioned  above:  Mr. 
Chase  Kimball,  B.A.  1925,  has  continued  his  annual  contribu- 
tion for  books  on  international  peace;  Mr.  Nicholas  Moseley, 
B.A.  1919,  gave  Sio  for  books  dealing  with  Terence;  Mr. 
Douglas  M.  Moffat,  B.A.  1903,  $100  for  a  rare  book  in  Eng- 
lish literature;  Colonel  Robert  R.  McCormick,  B.A.  1903,  the 
fee  that  he  received  for  his  lecture  on  the  Block  Foundation, 
for  the  purchase  of  books  dealing  with  the  influence  of  news- 
papers upon  social  and  political  life;  Mr.  James  B.  Keogh, 
B.A.  1885,  Si, 000  to  be  used  for  "extra-budgetary"  purposes 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Librarian;  and  Mr.  Russell  C.  Leffing- 
well,  B.A.  1899,  made  a  further  gift  of  Si,ooo,  also  to  be  used 
at  the  Librarian's  discretion.  Mr.  Leonard  C.  Hanna,  Jr.,  of 
the  Class  of  1913,  through  the  Yale  Library  x'\ssociates,  con- 
tinued his  annual  contribution  of  $1,000  for  the  purchase  of 
books  on  art.  Thirty-six  other  Library  Associates  gave  $4,200 
during  the  year,  through  their  treasurer,  Mr.  Thomas  W. 
Farnam. 

Many  notable  gifts  of  books,  manuscripts,  and  other  schol- 
arly material  were  made  during  the  year. 

Mr.  R.  B.  Adam  presented  his  entire  collection  of  the  works 
of  James  Hogg,  the  Ettrick  Shepherd,  ninety-four  volumes, 
together  with  several  autograph  letters  and  manuscripts. 
Mr.  Frank  Altschul,  B.A.  1908,  gave  his  superb  collection  of 
two  hundred  and  seventy  volumes  by  and  about  George 
Meredith,  a  large  number  of  letters  and  important  manu- 
scripts, all  of  them  previously  catalogued  by  Miss  Bertha 
Coolidge,  whose  work  had  been  privately  printed  for  Mr. 
Altschul  by  D.  B.  Updike  at  the  Merrymount  Press.  Mr. 
James  Fenimore  Cooper  and  his  family  presented  an  extraor- 
dinary collection  of  first  American,  English,  French,  and 
Spanish  editions  of  the  works  of  their  famous  ancestor,  the 
original  autograph  manuscripts  of  ten  of  his  novels,  the 
journals,  the  family  correspondence,  and  miscellaneous  papers 
and  documents.  Mr.  Francis  P.  Garvan,  B.A.  1897,  gave  two 
thousand  volumes  dealing  with  the  history  and  literature  of 
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Ireland  and  the  Irish;  and  made  an  additional  gift  of  five 
hundred  volumes  of  English  sporting  books  of  the  nineteenth 
century  for  the  collection  formed  by  the  late  Charles  Sheldon, 
B.x^.  1890,  and  presented  to  the  Library  by  Mr.  Garvan  in 
1929,  Dr.  George  Alexander  Kohut  gave  a  collection  of 
Heinrich  Heine,  including  most  of  the  poet's  works  in  first 
printings.  The  collection  is  excellently  balanced  for  intensive 
research.  Professor  Charles  McLean  Andrews  gave  three 
incunabula  (Hugo  de  Sancto  Victore,  Be  Sacramentis,  1470; 
Petrus  Lombardus,  Magister  Sententiarum,  1489;  and  Pico 
della  Mirandola,  Omnia  opera^  1498)  in  memory  of  his  father, 
William  W.  Andrews,  who  graduated  from  Yale  one  hundred 
years  ago.  Mr.  George  R.  Carter,  Ph.B.  1888,  gave  over  one 
hundred  volumes  of  Hawaiian  books.  Mr.  J.  Pierpont  Morgan 
presented  the  specially  printed  folio  edition  of  the  official 
Book  of  Common  Prayer  according  to  the  use  of  the  Protes- 
tant Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States.  Provost  Charles 
Seymour  contributed  a  copy  of  volume  IV  of  Aristotle,  Opera 
gra'ce^  Venice,  Aldus,  1497  (containing  Theophrastus,  De 
bistoria  plantarum,  etc.),  to  fill  out  an  incomplete  set  in  the 
Library.  Mr.  Francis  Bacon  Trowbridge,  B.A.  1887,  gave 
several  finely  bound  sets  of  standard  English  authors. 

Mr.  Henry  Brewer,  Ph.B.  1894,  and  Mr.  Arthur  Brewer, 
Ph.B,  1897,  presented  the  manuscripts  and  miscellaneous 
papers  and  notes  of  their  father,  the  late  Professor  William 
Brewer.  Mrs.  Keyes  Winter  and  Mr.  Howard  Huntington, 
B.A.  1892,  gave,  from  the  estate  of  Mrs.  Godfrey  Dunscombe, 
seven  manuscript  letters  of  Jonathan  Edwards,  several  im- 
portant eighteenth-century  Harvard  broadsides,  New  Eng- 
land almanacs  for  the  years  1682,  1684,  1685,  and  1690,  and 
a  large  collection  of  Yale  material.  Mrs.  Edward  S.  Harkness 
gave  two  volumes  of  correspondence  addressed  to  President 
Ezra  Stiles,  the  original  autograph  letter  from  Joseph  Thaxter 
to  Ezra  Stiles  describing  the  battle  of  Concord,  Eleazar 
Wheelock's  manuscript  description  of  the  Mataguissawack 
Indians,  three  letters  from  Benjamin  Franklin  to  Ezra  Stiles, 
and  President  Stiles's  autograph  plan  of  the  battle  of  Bunker 
Hill.  Mr.  Edward  S.  Harkness,  B.A.  1897,  gave  a  four-page 
autograph  letter  of  Nathan  Hale,  describing  in  doggerel  verse 
scenes  of  the  countryside  around  Winter  Hill,  near  Boston, 
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where  he  was  In  camp  in  1775.  Mrs.  Guy  D.  Lombard  pre- 
sented two  volumes  of  memorabilia  which  belonged  to  her 
father-in-law,  James  K.  Lombard,  B.A.  1854,  including  a 
manuscript  record  of  the  Thulia  Boat  Club.  Mrs.  Thomas  W. 
Mather  gave  a  large  number  of  pamphlets,  drawings,  and  other 
memorabilia  of  her  father,  William  James  Linton,  including 
his  folding  desk  and  his  engraving  tools.  Another  daughter. 
Miss  Ellen  Wade  Linton,  gave  other  relics;  while  Linton's 
granddaughters,  Mrs.  Thaddeus  Merriman,  of  New  York,  and 
Miss  Mary  Emily  Mather,  lent  other  interesting  material  for 
our  Linton  exhibition.  Mrs.  George  St.  John  Sheffield  gave 
two  volumes  of  memorabilia  about  Mr.  Joseph  E.  Sheffield 
and  the  founding  of  the  Scientific  School.  Miss  Grace  W. 
Treadwell  gave  a  collection  of  letters  of  Elisha  Williams, 
Rector  from  1726  to  1739,  and  his  family.  An  anonymous 
donor  presented  three  large  sheets  of  parchment  written  and 
signed  by  Dr.  Albert  Einstein,  being  his  own  statement  of  his 
latest  theory  of  relativity;  the  text  and  a  translation  of  this 
document  have  been  published  by  the  Library.  Mr.  J.  M. 
Andreini,  of  New  York,  gave  practically  complete  collections 
of  the  bookplates  of  Daniel  C.  French,  J.  W.  Spenceley,  and 
William  Fowler  Hopson.  Mrs.  Ada  F.  Hopson  gave  an  am- 
brotype  of  Bayard  Taylor,  made  in  Poultney,  Vermont,  about 
1858,  for  addition  to  the  Speck  Collection.  The  Reverend 
William  H.  Owen,  B.x'\.  1897,  added  to  his  collection  of  coins 
between  thirteen  and  fourteen  hundred  Spanish  pieces  and 
over  seven  hundred  Venetian  coins,  all  from  the  collection 
formed  by  the  late  Mr.  David  Proskey. 

The  Library  has  also  received  many  valuable  publications 
for  distribution  on  exchange  with  other  institutions,  building 
up  indirectly  the  resources  of  the  Library  here.  Among  them 
were  fifteen  copies  of  Literary  Culture  in  New  England,  by  the 
late  Thomas  Goddard  Wright,  B.A.  1907,  from  Mrs.  Wright; 
fifty  copies  of  Notes  by  Lady  Louisa  Stuart  on  George  Selwyn, 
edited  by  Wilmarth  S.  Lewis,  B.A.  1918,  from  Mrs.  Lewis; 
and  fifty  copies  of  Corinthian  Fractional  Currency,  by  Profes- 
sor Alfred  R.  Bellinger,  from  the  author.  The  Yale  University 
Press  continued  its  generous  policy  of  sending  to  the  Library 
copies  of  recent  publications  and  supplied  over  seven  thou- 
sand volumes,  representing  one  hundred  and  forty-three  titles. 
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Fuller  descriptions  of  some  of  these  gifts  have  appeared,  or 
will  appear,  in  the  Tale  University  Library  Gazette.  A  list  of 
individual  donors  will  be  found  on  pages  19-27  of  this  report. 

PURCHASES 

Mr.  Troxell's  report  on  book  purchases  for  the  year  divides 
them  roughly  into  two  classes:  books  and  collections  of  im- 
portance to  the  Library  as  a  whole,  and  books  that  for  various 
reasons  can  be  considered  "rare." 

In  the  first  class  the  purchases  of  the  greatest  interest  were 
the  Falconer  Madan  collection  of  works  dealing  with  Oxford 
and  its  history,  about-  six  thousand  volumes  and  pamphlets, 
used  by  Mr.  Madan,  formerly  Bodley's  librarian,  as  the  basis 
for  his  bibliography,  Oxford  Books;  a  bibliography  of  printed 
works  relating  to  the  University  and  City  of  Oxford,  or  printed  or 
published  there;  the  group  of  books,  numbering  more  than  one 
thousand  volumes,  over  half  of  which  were  printed  in  the 
sixteenth  and  seventeenth  centuries,  gathered  originally  by 
the  late  Hugues  Vaganay  as  material  for  his  book,  Le  Sonnet 
en  Italic  et  en  France  au  XVI'  Steele;  a  large  mass  of  Ruskin 
material — the  letters  written  by  him  to  his  father,  the  original 
autograph  manuscripts  of  'The  King  of  the  Golden  River, 
Proserpine,  and  the  greater  part  of  Fors  Clavigera,  several 
manuscript  notebooks,  and  a  set  of  the  Botanical  Magazine 
with  many  annotations  in  Ruskin's  hand. 

Mr.  Troxell  reports  that  the  rare  book  purchases  have  been 
greater  and  more  interesting  than  usual,  because  of  the  special 
funds  given  for  such  books.  From  the  Altschul  Fund  were 
bought  the  Ficino  Latin  translation  of  Plato,  Venice,  1491; 
Thomas  Lupset's  Compendious  Treaty se  teachynge  the  waye  of 
Dyenge  Well,  London,  1541;  and  Hawthorne's  Scarlet  Letter, 
the  first  issue  of  the  first  edition.  From  the  Childs  Fund  were 
bought  the  first  authorized  edition  of  Sir  Thomas  Browne's 
Religio  Medici,  London,  1643;  Dr.  Swift's  annotated  copy  of 
Jean  Bodin's  Six  Livres  de  la  Republique,  Paris,  1576;  the  first 
Prayer  Book  of  Edward  VI,  London,  1549;  Goldsmith's  The 
Haunch  of  Venison,  London,  1776,  one  of  the  rarest  of  all 
Goldsmith  items;  Dr.  John  Donne's  Devotions  upon  E'mergent 
Occasions,  London,  1624;  William  Fenner's  Descriptions,  Lon- 
don, 1616;  a  beautiful  copy  of  Humphry  Repton's  Sketches  and 
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Hints  on  Landscape  Gardenings  London,  1794;  Richard  Sher- 
ry's "Treatise  of  Schemes  and  Tropes,  London,  1550,  John  Day; 
Gilbert  White's  Natural  History  and  Antiquities  of  Selborne, 
London,  1789,  in  the  original  boards;  Michael  Wigglesworth's 
Meat  out  of  the  Eater,  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  1670,  the 
only  copy  known  of  this  edition;  and  John  Haywood's  The 
Spider  and  Flie,  London,  1 5«;6. 

Mr.  George  R.  Carter,  Ph.B.  1888,  Mr.  Albert  F.  Judd,  B.A. 
1897,  and  a  group  of  alumni  and  friends  in  Honolulu  sub- 
scribed $1,750  for  the  purchase  of  the  diary  of  Levi  Chamber- 
lain, who  was  for  twenty-six  years  senior  superintendent  of  the 
secular  affairs  of  the  Sandwich  Islands  Mission.  The  diary 
covers  the  years  1822  to  1849  (the  year  of  his  death)  and  is  a 
primary  source  for  the  history  of  Hawaii.  By  arrangement  be- 
tween the  subscribers  and  your  Librarian,  the  original  diary 
has  been  placed  in  the  library  of  the  Hawaiian  Mission  Chil- 
dren's Society.  A  typescript  is  deposited  in  the  library  of  the 
Bernice  P.  Bishop  Museum  in  Honolulu,  and  another  in  the 
Yale  Librarv. 

EXCHANGES 

The  moving  and  settling  in  the  new  building  made  it  im- 
possible to  care  for  more  than  routine  exchanges  during  the 
year.  However,  one  issue  of  the  Transactions  of  the  Connecticut 
Academy  has  been  sent  to  399  foreign  and  114  domestic  ad- 
dresses; and  161  other  publications  have  been  sent  to  155  for- 
eign and  188  domestic  addresses.  These  figures  do  not  include 
the  Report  of  theLibrarian,  which  was  sent  to  1,309  institutions. 

As  noted  above,  the  Yale  University  Press  generously 
contributed  143  of  its  publications  for  exchange  with  foreign 
institutions.  Usually  fifty  copies  of  each  title  have  been  placed 
at  the  disposal  ot  the  Library,  but  in  a  few  cases  the  number 
has  been  less  (twenty-five  to  iorty-five),  and  in  one  or  two  in- 
stances the  number  has  been  much  greater  (Siiliman  Lectures, 
ninety-five,  and  the  Yale  Classical  Studies,  eighty-four).  The 
total  number  of  copies  received  was  7,148,  and  their  value 
was  more  than  530,000.  The  volumes  issued  in  series  are  being 
sent  to  the  regular  exchanges  as  they  come  to  the  Library. 
Circular  letters  offering  the  publications  not  in  series  will  be 
sent  out  in  the  fall  to  the  foreign  institutions  with  which  we 
maintain  exchange  relations. 
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Special  thanks  are  also  due  the  Smithsonian  Institution, 
which  has  been  sending  odd  volumes  and  numbers  of  periodi- 
cals and  learned  society  transactions  needed  to  complete  our 
sets.  More  than  a  thousand  such  pieces  came  during  the  year. 

THE  CATALOGUE 

The  work  of  cataloguing  both  monographs  and  serials  was 
greatly  hindered  by  the  moving.  Practically  the  whole  of  the 
catalogue  staff  was  engaged  in  moving  and,  when  that  was 
over,  in  the  taking  of  the  inventory.  The  rearrangement  of  the 
cards  in  the  new  catalogue  cases,  the  making  of  new  guides 
and  drawer  labels,  the  withdrawal  of  cards  consequent  to  the 
new  location  of  reading  rooms  took  precedence  over  the  regu- 
lar work.  The  weeding  out  of  Linonia  and  Brothers  and  the 
transfer  of  rariora  to  the  Rare  Book  Room  created  problems 
that  had  to  be  dealt  with  promptly.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  the 
Catalogue  Department  has  never  before  done  so  much  work 
in  a  year,  although  technically  much  of  it  v/as  not  cataloguing. 

The  special  pieces  of  work  mentioned  in  last  year's  report 
have  progressed.  The  Speck  Collection  catalogue  was  prac- 
tically finished,  except  for  bibliographical  annotations,  some 
of  which  necessitate  inquiries  in  Germany.  Professor  Schreiber 
is  editing  the  catalogue  and  will  see  it  through  the  press.  The 
catalogue  of  Latin-American  belles-lettres  grows  larger  and 
more  important  as  Professor  Luquiens  has  time  to  work  upon 
it.  The  catalogue  of  the  Library  of  the  American  Oriental  So- 
ciety was  published  during  the  year  as  a  volume  of  more  than 
three  hundred  pages  and  was  sent  to  every  library  that  is  a 
member  of  the  Society.  While  many  cataloguers  helped  in  the 
preparation  of  this  list,  the  editor  was  Miss  Elizabeth  Strout, 
who  also  saw  the  volume  through  the  press. 

A  duplicate  of  the  author  cards  in  the  public  catalogue, 
with  certain  other  entries,  was  made  during  the  year  by  photog- 
raphy, as  part  of  the  equipment  of  the  cataloguing  room  in 
the  Library.  The  machine  used  was  the  dexigraph,  invented 
by  the  Remington  Rand  Corporation,  and  the  Yale  catalogue 
was  the  first  work  turned  out  by  it.  More  than  a  million  cards 
were  dexigraphed  between  June  and  November,  and  the 
machine  itself  and  its  product  (which  is  a  daily  tool  of  the  first 
importance)  have  aroused  interest  in  libraries  elsewhere. 
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The  Library  is  grateful  for  the  special  grant  made  by  the 
Corporation  for  the  cataloguing  of  philology. 

THE  USE  OF  THE  LIBRARY 

The  number  of  volumes  borrowed  for  home  use  from  the  Uni- 
versity Library  was  71,930,  as  against  63,136  last  year.  Books 
borrowed  from  Linonia  and  Brothers  numbered  20,907,  as 
compared  with  29,952  last  year.  The  decrease  in  Linonia  use 
is  due  to  the  removal  of  volumes  to  the  shelves  of  the  main 
library  and  to  the  effort  to  make  the  room  one  for  "browsing" 
rather  than  one  for  borrowing.  The  number  used  in  the  main 
library  was  53,697,  as  against  47,134  last  year.  No  record  was 
kept  this  year  of  books  used  in  the  Reserve  Book  Room,  be- 
cause in  the  new  building  the  students  go  direct  to  the  shelves 
without  having  to  ask  for  the  volumes.  Nor  is  any  record  kept 
of  the  use  of  books  in  the  main  reading  room,  in  Linonia,  or 
in  the  stacks.  It  is  quite  clear,  however,  that  the  tendency  is 
strongly  towards  a  reference  use  of  the  Library,  with  a  les- 
sened demand  for  borrowing  for  home  use. 

EXHIBITIONS 

Beginning  October  25,  1930,  books  illustrating  the  French 
Romantic  period,  in  commemoration  of  the  centenary  of 
Hugo's  Hernani^  were  shown  with  the  cooperation  of  Profes- 
sor Garver. 

On  December  17,  1930,  the  Bolivar  centennial  was  observed 
by  an  exhibition  of  memorabilia  of  that  distinguished  general, 
under  the  direction  of  Professor  Buendia. 

During  December  books  and  manuscripts  of  Miss  Emily 
Dickinson  were  shown  in  connection  with  a  lecture  by 
Madame  Martha  Dickinson  Bianchi  in  honor  of  the  cente- 
nary of  the  poetess's  birth. 

During  the  same  month  there  was  an  exhibition  of  the 
writings  of  Christina  G.  Rossetti,  commemorating  her  one 
hundredth  birthday,  to  illustrate  a  lecture  by  Professor  Tinker. 

For  Alumni  Day  there  were  four  exhibitions:  one  of  the 
rarer  books  in  the  library  of  the  late  Charles  Sheldon,  which 
had  been  given  to  Yale  by  Mr.  Francis  P.  Garvan;  one  of 
Yale  poets,  collected  over  many  years  by  the  late  Samuel  R. 
Betts  and  given  to  Yale  shortly  before  his  death;  one  of  corre^ 
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spondence  addressed  to  President  Ezra  Stiles  by  noted  men  of 
his  day,  given  by  Mrs.  Edward  S.  Harkness;  and  one  of  his- 
torical prints  of  Yale  and  New  Haven,  largely  from  the  col- 
lection made  by  Canon  Anson  Phelps  Stokes,  B.A.  1896. 

These  were  followed  by  "The  Fifty  Books  of  the  Year," 
chosen  for  distinction  of  typography,  illustrations,  and  bind- 
ing from  the  output  of  American  publishers  during  1930. 

For  Commencement  there  were  the  usual  exhibitions  of  the 
publications  of  members  of  the  classes  holding  twenty-fifth 
and  fiftieth  reunions;  one  of  "Association  books,"  with  auto- 
graphs, annotations,  bookplates,  or  interesting  provenance; 
one  of  material  about  Elihu  Yale;  one  in  the  Yale  Memorabilia 
Room  illustrating  undergraduate  activities;  and  an  extraordi- 
nary collection  of  the  writings  and  drawings  of  William  James 
Linton,  M.A.  Hon.  1891,  to  accompany  a  lecture  on  Linton 
by  Mr.  William  Fowler  Hopson  before  the  Bibliographical 
Society  at  its  New  Haven  meeting. 

Other  interesting  exhibitions  are  mentioned  in  the  following 
section,  the  Rare  Book  Room. 

THE  RARE  BOOK  ROOM 

One  of  the  most  important  provisions  of  the  Sterling  Memo- 
rial Library  was  a  special  room,  with  appropriate  equipment, 
for  rare  books.  This  room  was  finished  at  mid-year,  and  Pro- 
fessor Tinker,  the  first  Keeper  of  Rare  Books,  reports  as  fol- 
lows: 

The  Rare  Book  Room  was  opened  on  February  23,  1931, 
when  for  the  first  time  the  University's  collection  of  rare 
books  and  manuscripts  became  visible  to  the  public  and 
readily  accessible  to  students.  Since  that  date  some  three 
thousand  volumes  have  been  issued  to  readers.  The  largest 
circulation  occurred  in  the  month  of  March.  A  sharp  decline 
followed  after  April  15,  owing  to  the  fact  that  on  that  day 
graduate  students  complete  their  dissertations.  This  relation 
of  the  issue  of  books  to  graduate  study  is  illustrative  of  the 
first  great  function  of  the  Rare  Book  Room. 

The  interest  of  the  public  has  been  sought  by  a  series  of 
exhibitions  which  have  been  continuous  from  the  opening  of 
the  Room.  The  most  important  of  these  have  been  the  follow- 
ing: first  editions  of  important  works  in  literature,  religion. 
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science,  and  fine  arts;  the  Elizabethan  drama,  exclusive  of 
Shakespeare;  first  editions  of  the  works  of  William  Cowper 
and  autograph  letters  by  him;  the  Altschul  Collection  of  the 
works  of  George  Meredith;  and  the  autograph  letters  of  Mat- 
thew Arnold  to  Arthur  Hugh  Clough.  Other  exhibitions  have 
been  arranged  for  brief  periods  and  on  special  occasions.  Of 
these,  the  most  important  and  entertaining  has  been  the  exhi- 
bition of  rare  books  owned  and  lent  by  undergraduate  students. 

The  staff  of  the  Room  has  been  assisted  by  seven  super- 
visors, charged  with  the  development  of  their  respective  fields. 
These  are:  in  classics.  Professor  Bellinger;  in  Elizabethan 
literature.  Professor  Paradise;  in  Fielding,  Professor  Jensen  of 
Connecticut  College;  in  eighteenth  century  fiction,  Professor 
Nangle;  in  Scott  and  his  contemporaries.  Dr.  Ruff;  in  nine- 
teenth century  prose,  Dr.  Purdy ;  and  in  modern  French  litera- 
ture. Professor  Garver.  To  this  number  has  recently  been 
added  Professor  Fulton  as  supervisor  of  the  collection  of  scien- 
tific books.  Other  assistants  to  the  Keeper  will  probably  be 
appointed  from  time  to  time.  The  supervisors  give  counsel 
with  regard  to  the  purchase  of  books  in  their  respective  fields; 
the  proper  arrangement  and  display  of  these  books  in  the 
Room;  and  the  transfer  of  volumes  from  the  general  stacks  to 
the  Rare  Book  Room. 

A  very  large  number  of  gifts  have  been  received  since  the 
opening  of  the  Room,  many  of  them  as  a  result  of  the  activity 
and  interest  of  the  newly  formed  Library  Associates.  Of  these 
the  most  important  are  the  Altschul  Collection  of  the  works 
of  Meredith  (mentioned  above)  and  the  collection  of  books  on 
sport  and  on  Ireland  given  by  Mr.  Garvan.  The  Arnold- 
Clough  correspondence  is  the  gift  of  a  group  of  the  Associates. 
Unusually  interesting  is  the  presentation  of  two  rare  volumes 
for  the  Fielding  Collection  by  the  undergraduate  members  of 
the  Library  Associates.  The  sudden  increase  in  the  number  of 
rare  books  received  by  the  Library  from  its  friends  reveals  the 
importance  of  the  Rare  Book  Room  as  a  place  where  collec- 
tions may  find  a  safe,  beautiful,  and  permanent  home,  in 
which  they  not  only  will  be  seen  by  visitors  as  examples  of  a 
particular  enthusiasm,  but  also  may,  under  proper  supervision, 
be  used  by  such  more  advanced  students  as  may  have  special 
need  of  them. 
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ADMINISTRATION 
THE  UNIVERSITY  LIBRARY  COMMITTEE 
The  enlargement  of  the  Library  Committee  authorized  by  the 
Corporation  a  year  ago  made  possible  the  formation  of  special 
subcommittees  to  consider  many  matters  that  became  urgent 
with  the  transfer  to  the  Sterling  Memorial  Library,  These 
subcommittees,  and  the  Committee  as  a  whole,  held  an  un- 
usual number  of  meetings,  and  the  Librarian  acknowledges 
with  pleasure  their  great  contributions  of  time  and  energy  and 
interest  for  the  benefit  of  the  institution. 

Professor  Furniss  was  reappointed  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee by  the  Corporation,  and  Professor  Wohlenberg  was  ap- 
pointed to  succeed  Professor  Laurson  at  the  expiration  of  the 
latter's  term.  Mr.  Rush  was  added  to  the  Committee  as  a 
member  and  as  its  secretary. 

THE  STAFF 

It  is  a  satisfaction  to  record  the  appointment,  as  Associate 
Librarian,  of  Mr.  Charles  E.  Rush,  formerly  librarian  of 
Teachers  College,  Columbia  University.  It  is  six  years  since 
the  death  of  Mr.  Barr,  who  was  Assistant  Librarian  from  1917 
to  1925,  and  the  interval  has  been  spent  in  finding  a  successor 
capable  of  assuming  the  greater  responsibilities  resulting  from 
the  new  building  and  the  more  important  place  the  Library 
now  has  in  the  life  of  the  University.  Mr.  Rush  brings  unusual 
training  and  successful  experience  to  the  service  of  the  Uni- 
versity. 

Professor  Tinker's  appointment  as  Keeper  of  Rare  Books 
was  mentioned  in  a  preceding  paragraph,  but  I  am  not  willing 
to  submit  this  report  without  saying  how  grateful  I  am,  and 
how  grateful  the  University  should  be,  for  the  enthusiasm 
with  which  he  engages  in  his  duties.  His  appointment  is  al- 
ready bearing  fruit,  material  as  well  as  intellectual. 

Mr.  RidgelyHunt,Ph.B.  1914,  became  on  May  15  Librarian 
of  the  Linonia  and  Brothers  Library,  a  position  which  has 
been  vacant  for  a  quarter  of  a  century.  The  room  provided  for 
Linonia  and  Brothers  in  the  Sterling  Memorial  Library  is 
beautiful,  accessible,  and  inviting,  and  Mr.  Hunt  has  already 
begun  to  re-create  the  Societies'  library  as  a  careful  selection 
of  books  in  English  for  voluntary  undergraduate  reading. 
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Other  appointments  include  John  G.  Barrow,  Ph.D.  1923, 
Classifier  in  Theology;  C.  Beecher  Hogan,  B.A.  1928,  As- 
sistant, Reference  Department;  Ruth  D.  Jones,  B.A,  Mount 
Holyoke,  Assistant,  Circulation  Department;  Mrs.  Alice  K. 
Lewis,  B.S.  Simmons  College,  Assistant,  Reserve  Book  Room; 
Dorothy  Macdonald,  B.A.  Mount  Holyoke,  Assistant,  Cir- 
culation Department;  Mrs.  Gladys  Minear,  B.A.  Wesleyan, 
Assistant,  Circulation  Department;  Mrs.  Zara  J.  Powers, 
M.A.  University  of  Alabama,  Assistant,  Circulation  Depart- 
ment; Thomas  W.  Simpson,  B.A.  College  of  Wooster,  Assist- 
ant, Circulation  Department;  Mrs.  Margaret  D.  Uridge,  B.A. 
Mills  College,  Assistant,  Reference  Department;  and  Beatrice 
C.  Warner,  B.A.  Western  Reserve,  Assistant,  Circulation  De- 
partment. Miss  Hall  was  appointed  to  the  charge  of  the  Rare 
Book  Room,  and  Mrs.  IngersoU  to  the  charge  of  the  Reserve 
Book  Room.  Mr.  Wing  succeeded  Miss  Hall  as  Assistant  Ref- 
erence Librarian. 

The  resignations  included  Mrs.  Margaret  Callahan  Roots, 
Mrs.  Anna  J.  Ford,  and  Miss  Mildred  E.  Herrick. 

YALE  LIBRARY  ASSOCIATES 

In  December,  1930,  the  Yale  Library  Associates  was  founded 
to  provide  the  Library  with  books  and  manuscripts  that  it 
could  not  afford  out  of  its  current  income.  The  Alumni  Com- 
mittee on  the  Library  which,  since  its  appointment  in  1925, 
has  been  active  in  promoting  these  plans,  became  the  first 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Associates,  the  chairman  being  Mr. 
Frank  Altschul,  '08;  the  vice-chairman,  Mr.  Starling  W. 
Childs,  '91;  the  secretary,  Mr.  Wilmarth  S.  Lewis,  '18;  and  the 
treasurer,  Mr.  Thomas  W.  Farnam,  '99.  A  short  account  of 
the  new  organization  was  contributed  to  the  l^ale  University 
Library  Gazette  for  July  by  Mr.  Lewis,  and  a  circular  was  sent 
later  by  him  to  alumni  and  others  who  have  been  donors  to 
the  Library  in  recent  years.  The  rarer  books  given  by  the 
Associates,  or  bought  with  money  given  by  them,  are  shown 
in  a  special  case  in  the  Rare  Book  Room.  The  Alumni  Com- 
mittee did  much  for  the  Library,  and  this  newer  and  wider 
organization  plans  to  enlist  the  aid  of  every  friend  of  the 
Library  in  making  the  contents  and  service  as  notable  as  the 
building  that  houses  them. 
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CONFERENCE  OF  THE  AMERICAN  LIBRARY 
ASSOCIATION 

The  fifty-third  annual  Conference  of  the  American  Library 
Association  was  held  at  Yale  from  June  22  to  27,  1931.  It  was 
the  first  time  the  Conference  had  met  in  Connecticut,  and  the 
libraries  of  New  Haven  and  of  the  State  joined  in  the  welcome 
and  in  the  arrangements  for  the  meeting.  Other  national 
groups,  such  as  the  Bibliographical  Society  of  America,  the 
American  Association  of  Law  Libraries,  the  American  Library 
Institute,  met  at  the  same  time.  The  attendance  exceeded 
three  thousand,  the  largest  number  ever  registered  at  a  library 
conference.  The  visitors  were  grateful  to  the  Corporation  for 
placing  the  dormitories,  the  dining  hall,  and  numerous  lecture 
halls  at  their  disposal.  Several  members  of  our  library  staff 
read  papers  or  took  part  in  discussions,  and  the  Sterling  Me- 
morial Library  was  thronged  with  interested  visitors.  The 
Conference  was  a  fitting  supplement  to  our  dedication  cere- 
monies. 


A  BUILDING  of  such  size  and  beauty  has  naturally  attracted  a 
large  number  of  visitors,  but  two  groups  are  worthy  of  special 
mention.  In  October  the  Commission  from  Cambridge  Uni- 
versity, composed  of  Sir  Giles  G.  Scott,  Associate  of  the  Royal 
Academy  and  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Institute  of  British  Archi- 
tects, and  Lady  Scott,  Alwyn  F.  Scholfield,  Fellow  of  King's 
College  and  Librarian  of  the  University  of  Cambridge,  C.  F. 
Cooper  of  Trinity  Hall,  H.  C.  Stanford  of  St.  John's  College, 
and  H.  C.  Marshall  of  Trinity  College,  spent  some  days  at  the 
Library.  The  following  week  the  Bodleian  Library  Commission, 
composed  of  Sir  Henry  A.  Miers,  Fellow  of  Magdalen  College, 
Sir  Frederic  Kenyon,  Fellow  of  New  College  and  Magdalen 
College  and  Director  of  the  British  Museum,  Sir  Edmund  K. 
Chambers  of  Corpus  Christi  College,  George  N.  Clark,  Fellow 
of  Oriel  College,  Henry  H.  F.  Harrod  of  Christ  College,  and 
Kenneth  Sisam  of  Merton  College,  visited  the  Library.  At  the 
same  time  the  Library  was  visited  by  Dr.  Wilhelm  Munthe, 
Director  of  the  Royal  University  Library  of  Oslo,  and  by  Mr. 
Holger  Sinding-Larsen,  its  architect.

Established  July  29,  1926,  by  gift  from  Warren  Austin  Adams,  B.A. 
1886,  in  memory  of  his  son,  Henry  Adams,  of  the  Class  of  1925,  who  died 
January  28,  1926.  Income  used  for  the  purchase  of  books  on  modern 
European  history. 

Frank.  ALTSCHUL  Fund,  $46,911.88. 

Established  December  10,  1924,  by  gift  of  $11,676  from  Frank  Altschul, 
B.A.  1908,  and  increased  by  further  gifts.  Income  used  for  the  benefit  of 
the  University  Library;  at  present  used  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

AMERICAN  Oriental  Society  Library. 

In  June,  i8<;3,  by  an  agreement  with  the  American  Oriental  Society,  its 
library,  formerly  in  Boston,  was  placed  on  deposit  in  the  University 
Library.  In  October,  1924,  the  library,  now  consisting  of  over  5,000  vol- 
umes, was  placed  on  permanent  deposit.  The  Society  appoints  a  librarian 
for  the  collection,  which  is  kept  as  a  separate  unit  in  the  University 
Library  building.  The  books  are  available  to  members  of  the  Society  and 
to  others  with  the  approval  of  the  librarian.  A  catalogue  of  the  library  has 
been  published  under  the  title:  Catalogue  of  the  Library  of  the  American 
Oriental  Society,  edited  by  Elizabeth  Strout.  New  Haven,  1930.  The 
present  librarian  is  Andrew  Keogh. 

The  Loring  W.  ANDREWS  Memorial  Library. 

Established  in  1882  by  gift  of  $1,000  from  William  Loring  Andrews,  of 
New  York  City,  in  memory  of  his  son,  Loring  William  Andrews,  B.A.  post- 
obit  1883.  The  library  consists  of  textbooks  to  be  lent  gratuitously  for 
use  throughout  the  year  to  students  recommended  by  the  Bureau  of 
Appointments.  The  original  gift  has  been  added  to  from  time  to  time,  by 
gifts  from  his  widow,  and  now  amounts  to  $8,400.82.  The  collection  is 
increased  by  contributions  of  textbooks  from  students.  Obsolete  textbooks 
are  sold,  and  the  money  received  is  used  for  the  purchase  of  new  books. 
The  additions  by  gift  to  the  library  in  the  year  ending  June  30,  1931,  were 
about  150  volumes,  and  the  additions  by  purchase  for  the  same  period 
were  285  volumes.  The  total  number  of  textbooks  in  this  collection  is 
about  7,500. 

William  Loring  ANDREWS  Collection. 

In  April,  1894,  by  gift  from  William  Loring  Andrews,  his  collection, 
consisting  of  two  fifteenth  century  manuscripts  and  thirty  volumes  of  early 
printed  books  gathered  to  illustrate  the  history  of  printing,  became  a  part 
of  the  University  Library.  A  catalogue  of  the  collection  has  been  published: 
Catalogue  of  the  William  Loring  Andrews  Collection  of  Early  Books  in  the 
Library  of  Yale  University.  New  Haven,  Yale  University  Press,  191 3. 

Howard  W.  ARNOLD  Fund,  $1,000. 

Established  October  17,  1924,  by  gift  from  Mrs.  Oscar  M.  Arnold  in 
memory  of  her  son,  First  Lieutenant  Howard  W.  Arnold,  Ph.B.  1914, 
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who  died  July  28,  191 8.  Income  used  for  the  purchase  of  books  of  particular 
interest  to  the  Sheffield  Scientific  School. 

Francis  BACON  Fund,  $219,599.25. 

Established  May  19,  1913,  by  bequest  from  Francis  Bacon,  M.D.  1853, 
who  died  April  26,  1912.  Income  used  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Library. 

George  W.  BALDWIN  Fund,  ?i,ooo. 

Established  March  29,  1930,  by  bequest  from  George  W.  Baldwin,  B..A. 
1853,  who  died  January  23,  1930.  Income  used  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

Otto  Tremont  BANNARD  Fund,  $567,141. 

Established  November  30,  1921,  by  deed  of  gift  from  Otto  Tremont 
Bannard,  B.A.  1876,  LL.D.  1928,  under  the  temporary  designation  of 
1 921  Special  Fund,  "a  Library  Fund,  the  capital  of  which  shall  be  held  and 
income  shall  be  used  for  the  support  and  extension  of  the  Library  of  the 
University,  in  all  or  any  of  its  departments,  whether  for  the  purchase  of 
books  or  other  publications,  or  manuscripts,  or  for  binding,  cataloguing, 
or  otherwise  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  Library."  Mr.  Bannard  provided 
that  the  income  of  the  Fund  should  be  added  to  the  principal  until  this 
should  amount  to  at  least  $500,000.  The  income  became  available  to  the 
Library  in  February,  1929. 

D.  Newton  BARNEY  Fund,  $50,000. 

Established  December  31,  1927,  by  gift  from  D.  Newton  Barney,  B.A. 
1881.  Income  used  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

BEAUMONT  Medical  Club. 

On  November  i,  1928,  the  Beaumont  Medical  Club  agreed  to  deposit 
in  the  University  Library  its  library  of  books,  manuscripts,  and  prints, 
and  any  it  may  acquire  hereafter.  Such  portion  of  the  Club's  library  as 
it  may  be  advisable  to  keep  together  is  shelved  as  a  unit.  The  collection 
is  administered  under  the  rules  of  the  Library,  and  printed  books  may  be 
lent  to  members  of  the  Club. 

Henry  BELIN,  Jr.,  Fund,  $23,000. 

Established  in  his  memory  on  June  8,  1927,  by  gifts  from  members  of 
the  family  of  Henry  Belin,  Jr.,  B.A.  1863,  who  died  December  25,  1917. 
Income  used  for  general  purposes  of  the  Library. 

Samuel  Rossiter  BETTS  Collection  of  Yale  Poetrv. 

In  1930  Samuel  Rossiter  Betts,  B.A.  1875,  gave  to  the  University 
Li  brary  his  collection  of  Yale  Poetry,  consisting  of  about  six  hundred  volumes 
of  works  by  more  than  a  hundred  Yale  graduates.  This  collection,  to  which 
additions  are  made  from  a  special  gift,  is  kept  together  in  the  Yale  Memora- 
bilia  Room. 

Hiram  BINGHAM  Collection. 

In  June,  1907,  by  gift  from  Hiram  Bingham,  B.A.  1898,  his  collection  of 
about  2,000  volumes  and  pamphlets  relating  to  the  history  and  geography 
of  South  America  became  a  part  of  the  University  Library.  This  collection 
was  supplemented  at  later  dates  and  in  191 6  exceeded  4,500  volumes.  A 
more  recent  gift  is  the  noteworthy  Peruvian  collection  purchased  in  1911 
by  Senator  Bingham  from  Senor  Perez  de  Velasco.  Many  books  of  the 
latter  collection  were  formerly  the  property  of  the  Peruvian  historian. 
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Manuel  de  Odriozola.  The  entire  gift  is  incorporated  in  the  Latin  Ameri- 
cana collection. 

Midshipman  Julian  B.  BISHOP  Memorial  Fund,  $1,000. 

Established  June  24,  1912,  by  gift  from  William  Henry  Bishop,  B.A. 
1867,  in  memory  of  his  son,  Midshipman  Julian  B.  Bishop,  who  died  May 
4,  191 2,  while  a  student  at  the  United  States  Naval  Academy.  Income 
used  for  the  purchase  and  care  of  books  under  the  general  head  of  "  Marine 
Lore." 

Charles  H.  BOARD  Fund,  $2,500. 

Established  December  10,  1872,  by  bequest  from  Charles  H.  Board, 
B.A.  1 87 1,  who  died  August  8,  1871.  Income  used  to  purchase  books  on 
political  economy  and  social  science. 

BOOCOCK  Library. 

Founded  June  9,  1896,  by  gift  of  a  fund  from  Mrs.  Mary  C.  Boocock 
as  a  "contribution  to  aid  in  establishing  a  departmental  library  in  social 
science  for  the  use  of  students  at  Yale."  The  fund  was  administered  by 
Professor  Sumner  until  the  fall  of  1909,  when  its  administration  was 
transferred  to  Professor  Keller.  In  1910  the  books  purchased  were  de- 
posited in  the  University  Library,  where  they  are  now  shelved  with  related 
books.  Each  volume  has  a  special  book  label  and  bookplate,  and  a  cata- 
logue of  the  collection  is  kept  by  the  department.  In  June,  1931,  the 
Boocock  Library  included  1,850  volumes,  largely  on  ethnography  and 
anthropology.  Duplicates  for  seminar  use  are  kept  in  the  department. 

Matthew  C.  D.  BORDEN  Fund,  $6,000. 

Established  May  16,  1895,  by  gift  from  Matthew  C.  D.  Borden,  B.A. 
1864.  Income  used  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

Joy  Curtis  BOURNIQUE  Fund,  $1,000. 

Established  May  29,  1924,  by  gift  from  Eugene  A.  Bournique  in  memory 
of  his  son,  Joy  Curtis  Bournique,  B.A.  1918,  who  died  September  24,  1918, 
Income  used  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

David  BROOKS  Fund,  $7,500. 

Established  July  7,  1927,  by  Mrs.  Florence  Brooks-Aten  by  a  payment 
on  account  of  a  fund  of  $25,000  in  memory  of  her  ancestors,  David  Brooks, 
B.A.  1768,  and  his  son,  General  Micah  Brooks.  Income  used  for  the 
purchase  of  material  on  the  relations  between  America  and  Great  Britain, 
published  on  both  sides  of  the  Atlantic,  from  1750  to  1816. 

William  H.  BROWN  Collection. 

In  May,  1922,  through  the  cooperation  of  the  Kingsley  Trust  Associa- 
tion, a  collection  of  reports  and  documents  of  nearly  3,000  railroad,  public 
utility,  and  industrial  companies  of  the  United  States,  made  by  Mr. 
William  H.  Brown,  of  West  Haven,  became  part  of  the  University  Library. 
The  collection,  which  numbered  about  20,000  pieces  and  covered  the  years 
1890  to  1 91 7,  was  incorporated  with  similar  reports  and  documents  already 
in  the  University  Library. 

Clarence  CAMPBELL  Fund,  $3,000. 

Established  February  18,  1886,  by  bequest  from  Clarence  Campbell, 
B.A.  1872,  who  died  December  8,  1883.  Income  used  for  Library  expenses. 
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Albert  H.  CHILDS,  '61,  Fund,  ^225,611.89. 

Established  November  20,  1924,  by  gift  from  Starling  W.  Childs,  B.A. 
1 891,  in  memory  of  his  father,  Albert  H.  Childs,  B.A.  1861,  who  died 
August  26,  1 921.  Income  used  for  the  purchase  of  books. 
Anna  H.  CHITTENDEN  Fund,  $1,000. 

Established  March  26,  1897,  by  bequest  from  Anna  H.  Chittenden,  a 
sister  of  Simeon  B.  Chittenden,  honorary  M.A.  1871,  donor  of  the  Chitten- 
den Memorial  Library.  Income  used  for  the  purchase  of  books. 
CINCINNATI  Society  Deposit,  $1,700. 

Established  June  21,  1805,  by  deposit  of  the  Cincinnati  Society  of  the 
State  of  Connecticut,  after  the  agreement  to  dissolve  that  society.  Income 
used  for  the  purchase  of  books. 
CLASS  OF  1872,  Yale  College,  Fund,  $9,610. 

Established  in  1872  by  gift  of  $1,700  from  the  graduating  class  of  that 
year,  and  since  added  to  at  reunions  of  the  class  to  make  up  the  present 
amount.  Income  used  for  general  purposes. 
CLASS  OF  1896,  Yale  College,  Fund,  $575. 

Established  March  29,  1895,  by  gift  from  the  Junior  Promenade  Com- 
mittee of  the  Class  of  1896.  Income  used  for  general  purposes. 
CLASS  OF  1897,  Yale  College,  Fund,  $1*500. 

Established  May  9,  1896,  by  gift  from  the  Junior  Promenade  Com- 
mittee of  the  Class  of  1897.  Income  used  for  general  purposes. 
CLASS  OF  1899,  Yale  College,  Fund,  $682.25. 

Established  March  10,  1899,  by  gift  from  the  Junior  Promenade  Com- 
mittee of  the  Class  of  1899.  Income  used  for  general  purposes. 
Joshua  COIT  Fund,  $2,500. 

Established  April  24,  1885,  by  bequest  from  Joshua  Coit,  B.A.  181 9, 
who  died  October  8,  1881.  Income  used  for  general  purposes. 
James  Fenimore  COOPER  Collection. 

Established  January  31,  1931,  by  gift  from  Mr.  James  Fenimore  Cooper 
and  his  family.  The  collection,  which  has  become  part  of  the  University 
Library,  consists  of  the  works  of  James  Fenimore  Cooper,  of  the  Class  of 
1806,  and  includes  first  American,  English,  French,  and  Spanish  editions; 
the  original  autograph  manuscripts  of  ten  of  his  novels;  and  the  journals, 
family  correspondence,  and  miscellaneous  papers  and  documents.  The 
collection  is  housed  in  a  special  room  adjoining  the  Yale  Collection  of 
American  Literature. 
Jack  CRAWFORD  Collection  on  the  Modern  Drama. 

Established  December  30,  191 8,  by  gift  from  Jack  Randall  Crawford. 
The  collection  consists  of  pictures,  pamphlets,  clippings,  playbills,  por- 
traits, illustrations  of  costume,  theatre  plans,  and  similar  material  brought 
together  by  Professor  Crawford.  Additions  are  made  to  the  collection  by 
the  donor  and  others,  notably  Frederic  Thornton  Hunt,  B.A.  1866,  who,  in 
June,  1922,  gave  five  thousand  American  playbills,  covering  the  years  1857 
to  1900.  The  collection  is  kept  as  a  unit  and  is  in  charge  of  the  founder. 
Ernst  CURTIUS  Library. 

Acquired  in  December,  1896,  by  gift  from  Joshua  Montgomery  Sears, 
B.A.  1877,  of  the  classical  library  of  Professor  Ernst  Curtius,  of  Berlin, 
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Germany,  consisting  of  about  3,500  volumes  and  the  same  number  of 
pamphlets.  The  collection  is  especially  rich  in  the  field  of  classical  arche- 
ology and  has  been  incorporated  with  similar  books  in  the  University  Library. 

Thomas  DeWitt  CUYLER  Fund,  $1,000. 

Established  January  10,  1928,  by  gift  from  Mrs.  Frances  Lewis  Cuyler 
in  memory  of  her  husband,  Thomas  DeWitt  Cuyler,  B.A.  1874,  who  died 
November  1,  1922.  Income  used  for  the  purchase  of  books  in  connection 
with  the  Thomas  DeWitt  Cuyler  Memorial  Professorship  of  Transpor- 
tation. 

George  Parmly  DAY  Fund,  ^9,230. 

Established  December  22,  1927,  by  gifts  from  Boston  alumni  in  honor 
and  appreciation  of  George  Parmly  Day,  B.A.  1897.  Income  used  for  the 
purchase  of  books. 

Lee  deforest  Radio  Collection. 

Established  in  September,  1922,  by  gift  from  Lee  deForest,  Ph.B.  1896, 
of  a  sum  of  money  for  the  acquisition  of  books  on  radio  telegraph  and  radio 
telephone.  With  the  gift  have  been  purchased  about  239  volumes,  which 
have  been  incorporated  with  books  on  radio  already  in  the  University 
Library  and  with  books  on  the  subject  acquired  from  various  sources  since 
the  fund  was  given.  By  a  special  arrangement  any  book  in  the  collection 
may  be  kept  in  the  Laboratory  of  Electrical  Engineering. 

The  Ganson  Goodyear  DEPEW  Memorial  Collection.

The  gift  consists  of  the  collection 
made  by  Ganson  Goodyear  Depew  of  104  volumes  by  or  relating  to 
Thackeray,  and  of  335  volumes  and  two  manuscripts  by  or  relating  to  Kip- 
ling. The  books  were  received  by  the  University  Library  February  10, 1926. 
With  the  memorial  is  a  collection  of  fifty  volumes  by  and  about  President 
Roosevelt,  from  the  Pawling  School,  in  memory  of  Ganson  Goodyear 
Depew.  The  collection  is  kept  as  a  unit. 

Ganson  Goodyear  DEPEW  Memorial  Fund,  ?i,ooo. 

Established  April  21,  1930,  by  gifts  from  friends  of  Ganson  Goodyear 
Depew,  B.A.  191 9,  who  died  March  31,  1924.  Used  for  memorial  purposes 
in  the  Yale  Library. 

Albert  DeSILVER  Fund,  $100,000. 

Established  May  18,  1927,  by  gifts  from  Mrs.  Albert  DeSilver  and  John 
B.  Lord  in  memory  of  Albert  DeSilver,  B.A.  1910,  who  died  December  7, 
1924.  Income  used  for  the  purchase  and  care  of  books  and  periodicals  in 
the  field  of  chemistry  and  allied  sciences  and  for  general  purposes  of  the 
Department  of  Chemistry, 

Franklin  Bowditch  DEXTER  Fund,  $5,000. 

Established  May  27,  1927,  by  gift  from  Mrs.  Dexter  in  memory  of  her 
husband,  FrankUn  Bowditch  Dexter,  B..^.  1861,  who  died  August  13,  1920. 
Income  used  for  the  purchase  of  books  on  American  history  and  related 
subjects. 
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Henry  Martyn  DEXTER  Collection. 

In  1890,  by  bequest  from  the  Rev.  Henry  Martyn  Dexter,  B.A.  1840, 
LL.D.  1890,  who  died  November  13,  1890,  his  collection  of  1,850  volumes, 
illustrating  early  Congregational  history  and  polity  and  the  English  and 
Dutch  life  of  the  Plymouth  Pilgrims,  became  part  of  the  University 
Library.  The  collection  comprises  early  treatises  on  Congregationalism  and 
is  especially  complete  in  the  original  publications  of  the  early  Puritans 
and  Separatists.  The  collection  was  received  by  the  Library  in  1891  and  is 
kept  as  a  separate  unit. 

Frederick  Stoever  DICKSON  Collection  of  Fielding, 

In  January,  1913,  by  gift  from  Frederick  Stoever  Dickson,  Ph.B.  1871, 
his  collection  of  books  by  and  about  Henry  Fielding,  presented  in  appre- 
ciation of  his  former  teacher,  Professor  Thomas  R.  Lounsbury,  became 
part  of  the  University  Library.  From  time  to  time  Mr.  Dickson  added  to 
the  collection,  which  now  consists  of  about  1,600  volumes,  and  includes 
every  edition  of  Fielding's  novels  published  during  his  lifetime.  The  collec- 
tion is  kept  as  a  separate  unit. 

J.  Benjamin  DIMMICK  Fund,  $600. 

Established  December  29,  1927,  by  gift  from  Mrs.  J.  Benjamin  Dim- 
mick  in  memory  of  Joseph  Benjamin  Dimmick,  B.A.  1 881,  who  died 
January  13,  1920.  Income  used  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

Henry  P.  DRIGGS  Memorial  Fund,  $1,300. 

Established  June  22,  1909,  by  gifts  from  classmates  and  other  friends  in 
memory  of  Henry  Peck  Driggs,  B.A.  1895,  who  died  July  10, 1907.  Income 
used  for  the  purchase  of  books,  manuscripts,  and  memorabilia  especially 
referring  to  Yale  University. 

John  Ewing  DURAND  Fund,  $10,000. 

Established  March  12,  1928,  by  gift  from  Mrs.  John  E.  Durand  and 
Samuel  E.  Durand,  B.A.  1919,  in  memory  of  John  Ewing  Durand,  B.A. 
1876,  who  died  May  15,  1926.  Income  used  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

James  DWIGHT  Fund,  $1,000. 

Established  July  31,  1899,  by  gift  from  President  Timothy  Dwight, 
B.A.  1849,  ^"  memory  of  his  father.  Income  used  for  general  purposes. 

DWIGHT  Hall  Fund,  $969.84. 

Established  July  20,  1858,  by  anonymous  gift.  By  vote  of  the  Cor- 
poration, June  14,  1924,  the  income  is  used  for  the  purchase  of  religious 
books  for  the  University  Library. 

William  C.  EGLESTON  Fund,  $98,481.17. 

Established  January  26,  1912,  by  bequest  from  William  C.  Egleston, 
B.A.  1861,  who  died  March  26,  1907,  leaving  $100,000  subject  to  the  life 
interest  of  his  wife.  The  net  amount  received  after  deducting  inheritance 
taxes  and  legal  fees  was  $96,481.17.  The  fund  is  being  made  up  to  $100,000 
by  adding  surplus  income  thereto.  Income  used  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

AzARiAH  ELDRIDGE  Fund,  $15,000. 

Established  July  3,  1894,  by  bequest  from  Mrs.  Ellen  Battell  Eldridge 
in  memory  of  her  husband,  the  Rev.  Azariah  Eldridge,  B.A.  1841,  who  died 
October  i,  1888.

Income  used  for  general 
purposes  of  the  Library. 

Henry  C.  ENO  Fund,  $952.50. 

Established  March  2,  1895,  by  gift  from  Dr.  Henry  C.  Eno,  B.A.  i860, 
of  the  net  amount  of  a  legacy  of  $1,000  left  him  by  a  classmate,  William 
Walter  Phelps,  which  was  turned  over  by  him  to  the  Library.  Income 
used  for  general  purposes. 

Ann  S.  FARNAM  Fund,  $42,717.60. 

Established  November  29,  1904,  by  bequest  from  Mrs.  Ann  S.  Farnam, 
widow  of  Henry  Farnam,  honorary  M.A.  1871.  Income  used  for  the 
purchase  of  books. 

Henry  W.  FARNAM  Fund,  $10,000. 

Established  May  16,  1895,  by  gift  from  Henry  W.  Farnam,  B.A.  1874. 
Income  used  for  general  purposes. 

Richard  S.  FELLOWES  Fund,  $26,059.33. 

Established  September  28,  1910,  by  an  anonymous  gift,  subject  to  an 
annuity  from  which  it  was  released  in  December,  1921.  Income  used  for  the 
purchase  of  books.

Established  July  11,  1919,  by  gift  from  Mrs.  John  C.  Fennell  in  memory 
of  her  son,  Charles  B.  Fennell,  Ph.B.  1911,  who  died  October  25,  1918.

Established  in  1930  by  Mr.  R.  B.  Adam,  honorary  M.A.  1930,  who  gave 
his  entire  collection  of  the  works  of  James  Hogg,  the  Ettrick  Shepherd, 
consisting  of  94  volumes  and  several  autograph  letters  and  manuscripts. 

Gideon  S.  and  Elizabeth  Wales  HOLMES  Fund,  $2,909.30. 

Established  May  2,  1917,  in  memory  of  his  parents,  by  bequest  from 
Edmund  Wales  Holmes,  B.A.  1872,  who  died  August  28,  1905.  A  principal 
of  $2,500  is  to  be  kept  permanently  and  the  income  used  for  the  purchase 
of  Bibles  and  works  bearing  directly  upon  Biblical  literature. 

Thomas  HOOKER  Fund,  $1,000. 

Established  January  5,  1875,  by  gift  from  Thomas  Hooker,  B.A.  1869. 
Income  used  for  general  purposes. 

Edward  M.  HOUSE  Collection. 

In  May,  1923,  by  gift  from  Colonel  Edward  M.  House,  his  personal 
collection  of  political  papers  dealing  with  the  origins  and  conduct  of  the 
World  War  and  with  the  Peace  Conference  became  part  of  the  University 
Library.  This  gift  is  to  form  the  nucleus  of  a  collection  of  manuscripts 
and  source  material  relating  to  American  foreign  relations.  The  papers 
are  kept  as  a  separate  unit,  with  restricted  access.  The  present  curator 
is  Provost  Charles  Seymour. 

May  HUMPHREYS  Fund,  $3,725. 

Established  June  25,  1930,  by  gifts  from  members  of  the  Class  of  1890 
and  other  friends  in  memory  of  May  Humphreys,  B.A.  1890,  who  died 
June  9,  1930.  Income  used  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

George  E.  IDE  Memorial  Fund,  $2,000. 

Established  December  14,  1927,  by  gift  from  Mrs.  George  E.  Ide  in 
memory  of  her  husband,  George  E.  Ide,  B.A.  1881,  who  died  July  9,  1919. 
Income  used  for  the  purchase  of  books. 
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Robert  JAFFRAY  Fund,  ^5,000. 

Established  June  i,  1927,  by  bequest  from  Robert  Jaffray,  Ph.B.  1873, 
who  died  October  15,  1926.  Income  used  for  the  care,  maintenance,  and 
extension  of  the  Library. 

JAPANESE  AND  CHINESE  Collection. 

A  collection  of  about  18,500  works  in  Japanese  and  Chinese  in  16,500 
volumes,  the  nucleus  of  which  was  formed  by  gifts  from  the  Honorable 
Young  Wing  in  1878;  from  Professor  Frederick  Wells  Williams,  B.A.  1879, 
who  in  1884  donated  the  collection  made  by  his  father.  Professor  S.  Wells 
Williams;  from  Francis  E.  Woodruff,  B.A.  1864;  and  from  Edward  H. 
Hume,  B.A.  1897.  It  is  being  built  up  by  gifts  from  the  Yale  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation of  Japan  and  other  donors  to  form  a  library  in  America  adequate 
for  the  study  of  the  historical  culture  of  Japan  and  China.  The  Chinese 
section  is  of  unusual  strength  in  the  history  of  institutions  and  of  Buddhism 
in  China.  The  collection  is  kept  as  a  unit,  and  the  present  curator  is  Pro- 
fessor Kan-Ichi  Asakawa. 

John  KEAN  Memorial  Fund,  $88,980. 

Established  January  9,  1926,  by  gift  from  Julian  H.  Kean,  B.A.  1876, 
in  memory  of  his  brother,  John  Kean,  B.A.  1876,  who  died  November  4, 
1914.  Income  used  for  expenses  of  the  Library;  at  present  for  books. 

James  L.  KINGSLEY  Fund,  $500. 

Established  in  June,  1822,  by  subscription  from  James  L.  Kingsley, 
B.A.  1799.  The  amount  was  subscribed  to  the  Dwight  Professorship  Fund 
with  the  stipulation  that  if  $20,000  were  given  to  the  Dwight  Fund  ex- 
clusive of  his  subscription,  then  the  latter  was  to  be  given  to  the  Library. 
In  December,  1849,  ■'^  ^^^  voted  to  transfer  this  amount.  Income  used  for 
general  purposes. 

The  Alexander  KOHUT  Memorial  Collection. 

Established  in  October,  191 5,  by  gift  from  George  Alexander  Kohut 
of  the  library  of  his  father,  Alexander  Kohut.  The  library  consisted  of  about 
4,500  volumes  (of  which  1,700  are  in  Hebrew)  bearing  upon  the  history  and 
literature  of  the  Jews  and  including  all  the  important  works  dealing  with 
the  Talmud  as  well  as  descriptive,  archaeological,  and  historical  works  on 
Palestine.  Part  of  the  library,  not  counted  in  this  enumeration,  including 
one  hundred  manuscripts,  is  to  be  sent  to  Yale  later.  The  collection  is 
distinguished  by  a  special  bookplate  and  is  shelved  as  part  of  the  collection 
of  Judaica  in  the  University  Library. 

Alexander  KOHUT  Memorial  Fund,  $5,000. 

Established  April  3,  1928,  by  gift  from  George  Alexander  Kohut  in 
memory  of  his  father,  Alexander  Kohut.  Income  used  for  the  care  and 
upkeep  of  the  Alexander  Kohut  Memorial  Collection. 

Count  Carlo  LANDBERG  Collection. 

In  1900,  by  gift  from  Morris  Ketchum  Jesup,  honorary  M.A.  1891,  a 
collection  of  842  Arabic  manuscripts,  made  by  Count  Carlo  Landberg  of 
Munich  during  twenty-five  years  of  travel  in  the  East,  became  part  of  the 
University  Library.  They  are  kept  as  a  separate  collection. 
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Irene  Battell  LARNED  Fund,  ;p5,ooo. 

Established  August  24, 1877,  by  bequest  from  Mrs.  Irene  Battell  Lamed. 
Income  used  for  the  purchase  of  books  in  English  language  and  literature. 

Irene  Battell  LARNED  Music  Fund,  $1,105. 

Established  May  31,  1861,  by  gift  from  Mrs.  Irene  Battell  Earned  of 
one  $1,000  bond  of  the  United  States  of  .America.  Income  used  for  the 
purchase  of  books  relating  to  the  science,  history,  or  art  of  music. 

L.-\TIN  AMERICANA  Collection. 

With  other  books  relating  to  Latin  America  have  been  incorporated  the 
following  special  groups,  described  in  more  detail  under  the  names  of  the 
individual  donors:  collection  on  the  history  and  geography  of  South 
America,  together  with  the  Peruvian  collection  of  Senor  Perez  de  Velasco, 
given  by  Hiram  Bingham,  B.A.  1898;  collection  of  Venezuelan  literature 
presented  by  Ernesto  Stelling,  B.S.  1924;  collection  of  the  works  of  Argen- 
tine writers,  a  gift  from  Mr.  Carlos  Alfredo  Tornquist;  and  collections  on 
South  America  and  on  Mexico,  established  by  gift  and  by  purchase  from 
Henry  R.  Wagner,  B..A.  1884.  The  Latin  Americana  Collection  now  con- 
sists of  about  55,000  volumes,  and  the  present  curator  is  Professor  Fred- 
erick B.  Luquiens. 

Addin  LEWIS  Fund,  $5,000. 

Established  September  29,  1846,  by  bequest  netting  $4,844.42  from 
Addin  Lewis,  B.A.  1803,  who  died  .April  7,  1842.  Balance  of  fund  is  made 
up  of  surplus  income.  Income  used  for  general  purposes. 

LINONIA  AND  BROTHERS  Library. 

Established  in  1871  by  vote  of  the  two  student  organizations,  the 
Linonian  Society  (founded  in  1753)  and  the  Brothers  in  Unity  (founded  in 
1768),  transferring  to  the  College  Library  Committee  their  libraries,  each 
consisting  of  about  13,500  volumes.  The  two  collections  were  consolidated, 
and,  after  the  discarding  of  duplicates  and  valueless  books  and  the  trans- 
ferring to  the  College  Library  of  volumes  more  appropriate  to  that  library, 
the  Linonia  and  Brothers  Library  included  17,000  volumes.  It  is  now  in  a 
special  room  in  the  Sterling  Memorial  Library  and  consists  of  a  collection 
of  general  literature  to  which  the  students,  especially  the  undergraduates, 
may  have  convenient  access  and  from  which  books  may  be  withdrawn. 
Additions  to  the  collection  are  continually  being  made,  and  in  June,  1931, 
it  included  about  13,000  volumes.  Ridgely  Hunt,  Ph.B.  1914,  is  librarian. 

Noah  and  Jared  LINSLY  Fund,  $8,000. 

Established  in  1814  by  bequest  of  $3,000  from  Noah  Linsly,  B.A.  1791, 
who  died  March  25,  18 14,  and  added  to  June  30,  1867,  by  gift  of  $5,000 
from  his  nephew,  Jared  Linsly,  B.A.  1826.  Income  used  for  the  purchase  of 
books  in  modern  European  languages. 

William  James  LINTON  Collection. 

Linton  himself,  before  his  death  in  1897,  sponsored  Yale's  interest  in 
his  productions  by  presenting  to  the  Library  many  of  his  works.  Since  that 
time  his  family  has  continued  to  add  to  the  collection,  and  the  Library  has 
been  able  to  add  interesting  items  by  purchase.  Alfred  E.  Hamill,  B.A. 
1905,  presented  a  collection  of  180  autograph  letters  written  to  Linton  and 
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a  number  of  volumes  presented  to  Linton  by  famous  contemporary  authors. 
Howard  Mansfield,  B.A.  1871,  presented  from  his  collection  more  than  one 
hundred  items  of  importance,  and  Frank  Altschul,  B.A.  1908,  has  added 
some  twenty-five  more. 

Samuel  LOCKWOOD  Fund,  ^1,122.33. 

Established  in  1791  by  bequest  of  £336.14.0  from  Samuel  Lockwood, 
B.A.  1745,  who  died  June  18,  1791.  Income  used  for  the  purchase  of 
"good  and  useful  books." 

Russell  LORD  Memorial  Fund,  $10,000. 

Established  January  7,  1928,  by  gift  from  Mrs.  John  B.  Lord  in  memory 
of  her  son,  Russell  Lord,  Ph.B.  1910,  who  died  February  23,  1925.  Income 
used  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

William  T.  LUSK  Fund,  $952. 50. 

Established  March  i,  1895,  by  gift  from  William  T.  Lusk,  B..^.  1859, 
being  the  net  amount  received  from  a  legacy  of  $1, coo  left  him  by  William 
Walter  Phelps,  B.A.  i860,  which  he  turned  over  to  the  Library.  Income 
used  for  general  purposes. 

Hubert  Amer  McGUIRE  Memorial  Fund,  $5,000. 

Established  August  27,  1928,  by  gift  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Joseph  H. 
McGuire  on  the  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  their  son,  Hubert  Amer 
McGuire,  B.A.  1924,  who  died  May  16,  1928.  Income  used  for  the  purchase 
of  books  in  English  literature. 

William  Smith  MASON  Collection. 

In  January,  1926,  by  gift  from  William  Smith  Mason,  Ph.B.  1888,  a 
collection  of  494  volumes  of  the  works  of  Marcus  Aurelius  and  works  about 
him  became  part  of  the  University  Library.  The  collection  includes  editions 
of  the  Greek  text  of  Marcus  Aurelius  and  translations  into  various  lan- 
guages, and  editions  and  translations  of  Antonio  de  Guevara.  The  collec- 
tion is  kept  as  a  separate  unit. 

George  MEREDITH  Collection. 

Established  in  May,  1931,  by  gift  from  Frank  Altschul,  B.A.  1908, 
Chairman  of  the  Yale  Library  Associates,  of  his  collection  of  270  volumes 
by  and  about  George  Meredith,  a  large  number  of  letters  and  important 
manuscripts,  together  with  a  Catalogue  of  the  collection  prepared  by 
Miss  Bertha  Coolidge,  privately  printed  for  Mr.  Altschul  by  D.  B.  Updike 
at  the  Merrymount  Press. 

Selah  MERRILL  Collection. 

In  October,  1914,  by  gift  from  Mrs.  Selah  Merrill  the  collection  made  by 
Dr.  Selah  Merrill  of  books  relating  to  Flavius  Josephus  became  part  of  the 
University  Library.  The  collection  consists  of  about  1,500  volumes  of  edi- 
tions of  Flavius  Josephus'  works,  translations  into  sixteen  languages,  and 
critical  and  biographical  works  on  Josephus.  The  volumes  bear  special 
bookplates  and  form  part  of  the  Yale  collection  of  Judaica. 

NEW  YORK  Alumni  Association  Fund,  $1,600. 

Established  June  27,  1896,  by  gift  from  the  New  York  Alumni  Associa- 
tion. Income  used  for  general  purposes.

John  T.  NORTON  Fund,  $5,000. 

Established  March  i8,  1833,  by  gift  from  John  T.  Norton,  of  Albany, 
N.  Y.,  subscribed  as  part  of  the  "Centum  Millia"  movement.  Income 
used  for  general  purposes. 

NUMAN-CLOSE  Fund,  ^5,000. 

Established  October  5,  1923,  by  bequest  from  Frances  H.  Close  in 
memory  of  her  parents,  Odle  and  Samantha  B.  Numan-Close,  and  their 
family.  Income  used  for  the  maintenance  of  the  juridical  and  botanical 
departments  of  the  University  Library. 

ORIENTAL  Fund,  Si, 000. 

Established  May  25,  1870,  by  an  anonymous  gift.  Income  used  for  the 
purchase  of  books. 

Frederick  S.  PARKER  Fund,  $2,500. 

Established  November  2,  1916,  by  bequest  from  Frederick  S.  Parker, 
B.A.  1873,  ^h°  died  September  9,  191 6.  Mr.  Parker  bequeathed  to  Yale 
University  his  collection  of  2,300  volumes  on  Napoleon  and  French  history 
of  the  time  of  Napoleon;  and  by  vote  of  the  Corporation  the  income  from 
the  bequest  of  $2,500  is  used  in  maintaining  and  increasing  that  col- 
lection. The  collection  is  shelved  with  books  on  the  same  subject  in  the 
University  Library. 

PENNIMAN  Memorial  Library  of  Education. 

Established  in  May,  1920,  by  James  Hosmer  Penniman,  B.A.  1884,  in 
memory  of  his  parents,  James  Lanman  Penniman,  B.A.  1853,  and  Maria 
Davis  Hosmer  Penniman.  To  the  20,000  volumes  on  education  already  in 
the  University  Library,  Dr.  Penniman  added  books,  magazines,  and  re- 
ports, needed  for  constant  use,  and  rarer  books  and  manuscripts  as  oppor- 
tunity offered.  He  gave  to  the  Library  more  than  4,000  volumes  and  1,000 
pamphlets,  and  from  funds  provided  by  him  more  than  6,200  volumes 
have  been  purchased.  In  the  Sterling  Memorial  Library  provision  is  made 
for  the  accommodation  and  growth  of  the  Penniman  Memorial  Library. 

PENNIMAN  Memorial  Library  Fund,  $50,620. 

Established  September  30,  1927,  by  gift  from  James  Hosmer  Penniman, 
B.A.  1884.  Income  subject  to  a  life  interest  and  when  released  is  to  be 
used  for  the  maintenance  and  upkeep  of  the  Penniman  Memorial  Library 
of  Education. 

Alfred  E.  PERKINS  Fund,  $10,000. 

Established  November  25,  1836,  by  bequest  from  Alfred  E.  Perkins, 
B.A.  1830,  who  died  October  29,  1834.  By  agreement  with  the  heirs,  the 
income  is  used  for  the  purchase  of  books  in  history. 

Bernadotte  PERRIN  Fund,  $500. 

Established  May  15,  1926,  by  gift  of  S500  from  Mrs.  Perrin  as  an  initial 
payment  on  a  fund  in  memory  of  her  husband,  Bernadotte  Perrin,  B.A. 
1869,  who  died  August  31,  1920.  Income  used  for  the  purchase  of  books  in 
Greek  literature,  history,  and  arcbEeology. 

Jacob  PORTER  Fund,  $100. 

Established  August  12,  1847,  by  bequest  from  Jacob  Porter,  B.A.  1803, 
who  died  November  1 5,  1846,  leaving  to  the  Library  the  greater  part  of  his 
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valuable  collection  of  books  and  pamphlets.  Income  used  to  bind  and 
repair  the  books  given  by  him. 
Count  Paul  RIANT  Collection. 

In  1896,  by  gift  from  Mrs.  Henry  Farnam,  the  collection  of  books  relat- 
ing to  Scandinavia,  formed  by  the  late  Count  Paul  Riant  of  Paris,  became 
a  part  of  the  University  Library.  The  collection  comprises  5,000  volumes, 
fifty  manuscripts,  and  16,000  dissertations  of  Swedish  universities.  It  is 
strongest  on  the  side  of  history,  but  geography,  the  older  Icelandic  litera- 
ture, and  seventeenth  century  Swedish  literature  are  well  represented.  The 
collection  is  shelved  with  similar  works  in  the  University  Library. 

RUSKIN  Collection. 

In  .April,  1929,  by  gift  from  R.  B.  Adam,  honorary  M.A.  1930,  his  col- 
lection of  Ruskin's  works  in  some  500  volumes  and  pamphlets  became  part 
of  the  Library.  Mr.  Adam,  in  gathering  the  collection,  aimed  steadily  at 
fullness  as  well  as  rarity,  and  there  are  very  few  gaps  in  the  run  of  author- 
ized editions  which  appeared  during  Ruskin's  lifetime. 

Edward  Elbridge  SALISBURY  Collection. 

In  November,  1869,  by  gift  from  Professor  Edward  E.  Salisbury,  B.A. 
1832,  about  450  volumes  relating  to  Sanskrit  and  comparative  philology 
from  his  Oriental  library  became  part  of  the  University  Library.  The  re- 
maining portion,  consisting  of  ninety  volumes  of  Arabic  manuscripts  and 
3,oco  volumes  of  printed  books,  was  given  early  in  1871,  and  additional 
gifts  were  made  by  Professor  Salisbury  until  his  death  in  1901.  The  gift  of 
books  was  supplemented  in  1871  by  a  gift  of  ?6,ooo  for  adding  to  the 
collection,  and  this  sum  was  increased  by  $1,500  during  the  five  years 
preceding  his  death. 

JoHANN  F.  SCHELTEMA  Fund,  $280. 

Established  August  30,  1911,  by  gift  of  a  piece  of  land  in  Thurston 
County,  Washington,  from  Johann  F.  Scheltema,  M.A.  1905.  Proceeds 
from  the  land  when  sold  will  constitute  a  fund  to  facilitate  the  purchase  of 
the  most  important  books  published  on  the  relations  between  the  East  and 
the  West.  (Not  yet  available.) 

John  Christopher  SCHWAB  Fund,  $5,000. 

Established  January  8,  1917,  by  bequest  from  John  Christopher  Schwab, 
B.A.  1886,  who  died  January  12,  1916.  Income  used  for  general  purposes. 

Henry  W.  SCOTT  Fund,  $5,000. 

Established  January  29,  1873,  by  bequest  of  $1,800  from  Henry  W. 
Scott,  B.A.  1863,  who  died  December  6,  1871.  The  amount  was  to  accumu- 
late to  $5,000,  which  was  accomplished  July  31,  1892.  Income  used  for  the 
purchase  of  books. 

The  SHELDON  Collection. 

A  total  of  over  6,000  volumes  gathered  by  the  late  Charles  Sheldon, 
B.A.  1890,  in  the  fields  of  natural  history,  exploration,  hunting,  and 
sport,  was  presented  to  the  University  in  April,  1929,  by  Francis  P. 
Garvan,  B.A.  1897.  The  collection  has  been  incorporated  in  the 
Francis  P.   Garvan  Collection. 
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Thomas  C.  SLOANE  Fund,  $190,706.64. 

Established  October  20,  1896,  by  bequest  from  Thomas  C.  Sloane, 
B.A.  1868,  who  died  June  17,  1890.  The  bequest  was  unrestricted,  and 
the  income  was  assigned  to  the  Library  by  vote  of  the  Corporation. 

J.  Sumner  SMITH  Fund,  $3,055. 

Established  December  i,  1902,  by  gifts  from  friends  of  Joel  Sumner 
Smith,  B.A.  1853,  who  died  February  13,  1903.  The  fund  is  subject  to  a 
life  interest,  and  then  the  income  will  be  used  for  general  purposes  of  the 
Library.  Mr.  Smith  was  connected  with  the  Library  from  July,  1875,  until 
1902,  and  his  gifts  of  books  in  Russian  literature  amounted  to  the  money 
value  of  nearly  $12,000. 

Edward  \V.  SOUTHWORTH  Fund,  $142,539.54. 

Established  September  21,  1903,  by  bequest  from  Edward  Wells  South- 
worth,  B.A.  1875,  who  died  April  20,  1902.  One  half  of  the  income  is  used 
for  the  purchase  of  books  in  the  class  usually  described  as  belles-lettres,  and 
the  remaining  one  half,  either  for  the  purchase  of  other  books  for  the 
Library,  or  for  any  of  the  expenses  connected  with  its  administration.  At 
present  the  second  half  is  used  for  administration. 

The  William  A.  SPECK  Collection  of  Goetheana. 

Established  in  April,  1913,  by  an  agreement  with  William  Alfred  Speck, 
honorary  NLA.  1914,  who  had  spent  many  years  in  gathering  the  collection, 
which  now  numbers  about  14,000  volumes.  It  includes  many  first  and  other 
important  editions  of  Goethe's  works,  books  dealing  with  the  Faust  legend 
before  Goethe's  time,  and  most  of  the  Faust  dramas  by  other  authors;  also 
a  full  representation  of  the  translations  into  other  languages  of  Goethe's 
Faust,  commentaries,  portraits  of  Goethe,  views  of  Weimar  during  Goethe's 
time,  and  an  almost  complete  assemblage  of  medals  struck  in  his  honor. 
The  collection  is  in  a  special  room,  and  the  present  curator  is  Professor 
Carl  F.  Schreiber. 

William  A.  SPECK  Fund,  $500. 

Established  November  28,  1927,  by  gifts  made  in  the  Endowment 
Fund  campaign.  Income  used  for  the  benefit  of  the  William  A.  Speck 
Collection. 

Ernesto  STEELING  Collection  of  Venezuelan  Literature. 

Established  in  December,  1929,  by  gift  from  Ernesto  Stelling,  B.S.  1924, 
of  300  volumes  by  174  Venezuelan  authors,  as  the  basis  of  a  collection  of 
Venezuelan  literature.  The  collection  includes  the  most  important  books 
published  by  V^enezuelan  authors  in  verse,  criticism,  and  the  theatre.  Mr. 
Stelling  plans  to  add  books  in  literature  and  history  to  supplement  the 
material  already  in  the  Library.  The  collection  is  incorporated  with  similar 
books  in  the  Venezuelan  section  of  the  Yale  Collection  of  Latin  Americana. 

STERLING  Memorial  Library  Maintenance  Fund,  $2,000,000. 

Established  October  17,  1930,  by  payment  from  the  Trustees  of  the 
Estate  of  John  W.  Sterling,  B.A.  1864,  who  died  July  5,  191 8.  Income  used 
to  maintain  the  Sterling  Memorial  Library  building. 

Charles  STILLMAN  Fund,  $50. 

Established  February  27,  1897,  by  gift  from  Charles  Stillman,  B.A. 
1882.  Income  used  for  general  purposes. 
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Alphonso  TAFT  Fund,  ?i,ooo. 

Established  December  25,  i86g,  by  gift  from  Alphonso  Taft,  B.A.  1833. 
Income  used  for  general  purposes. 

Carlos  Alfredo  TORNQUIST  Collection. 

In  February,  1 921,  by  gift  from  Mr.  Carlos  Alfredo  Tornquist,  of  Buenos 
Aires,  a  collection  of  more  than  500  volumes  of  the  principal  Argentine 
writers  became  part  of  the  University  Library.  Mr.  Tornquist  purposely 
excluded  from  the  collection  many  authors  whose  works  were  already  in  the 
University  Library.  He  put  special  emphasis  on  letters,  oratory,  history, 
law,  and  sociology.  The  collection  is  incorporated  with  similar  books  in 
the  Argentine  section  of  the  Yale  Collection  of  Latin  Americana. 

Daniel  WADSWORTH  Fund,  ^500. 

Established  January  i,  1823,  by  gift  from  Daniel  Wadsworth,  of  Hart- 
ford, Conn.,  a  grandson  of  Daniel  Wadsworth,  B.A.  1726.  Income  used  for 
the  purchase  of  books  on  natural  history,  chemistry,  and  geology. 

Henry  Raup  WAGNER  Collection  of  British  Tracts. 

In  July,  1 91 5,  by  gift  from  Henry  Raup  Wagner,  B.A.  1884,  his  collection 
of  British  and  Irish  economic  and  political  tracts,  on  deposit  in  the  Univer- 
sity Library  since  1907,  became  a  permanent  part  of  the  Library.  The 
collection  contains  10,233  volumes  and  is  notably  strong  in  seventeenth 
and  eighteenth  century  tracts  dealing  with  the  development  of  British 
trade  from  the  year  1600.  The  collection  is  shelved  as  a  separate  unit  near 
similar  books  in  the  University  Library. 

Henry  Raup  WAGNER  Collection  on  Mexico. 

In  July,  1915,  by  the  cooperation  of  Henry  Raup  Wagner,  B.A.  1884, 
and  other  friends  of  the  University,  the  collection  of  Mexican  books  made 
by  Mr.  Wagner  became  a  part  of  the  University  Library.  The  collection 
consists  of  531  manuscripts,  9,653  printed  volumes,  2,600  broadsides  and 
folios,  and  a  large  number  of  newspapers.  The  books  with  others  of  a 
similar  character  form  part  of  the  Yale  Collection  of  Latin  Americana. 

Henry  Raup  WAGNER  Collection  on  South  America. 

From  December,  1906,  gifts  of  books  relating  to  South  America,  which 
by  the  year  1916  amounted  to  7,000  volumes,  were  received  from  Henry 
Raup  Wagner,  B.A.  1884.  These  books  with  others  of  a  similar  character 
form  part  of  the  Yale  Collection  of  Latin  Americana. 

Henry  Raup  WAGNER  Fund,  ^20,000. 

Established  April  23,  1930,  by  a  gift  from  Henry  Raup  Wagner,  B.A. 
1884.  Income  subject  to  an  annuity,  and  when  released  to  be  used  for  the 
increase  and  upkeep  of  the  collections  heretofore  given  to  the  Library  by 
Mr.  Wagner. 

Albert  S.  WHEELER  Fund,  $17,858.07. 

Established  January  4,  1906,  by  bequest  from  Albert  Sproull  Wheeler, 
of  New  Haven,  Conn.,  an  instructor  in  the  School  of  Law  from  1872  to 
1905.  Income  used  for  the  purchase  of  books  relating  to  Roman  law  and 
kindred  subjects. 

In  January,  1906,  by  bequest  from  Mr.  Wheeler,  his  collection  of  about 
1,500  volumes  on  Roman  law,  which  had  been  left  on  deposit  in  the  Law 
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School  building  since  1901,  under  the  custody  of  Mr.  Wheeler  but  open  to 
investigators,  became  a  part  of  the  University  Library.  The  collection  has 
been  increased  by  the  purchase  of  books  from  the  income  of  the  Wheeler 
Fund  and  is  deposited  in  the  Library  of  the  School  of  Law.  The  present 
curator  is  Professor  Frederick  C.  Hicks. 

Henry  C.  WHITE  Fund,  17,727.81. 

Established  June  22,  1927,  by  bequest  from  Henry  C.  White,  B..A.  1881, 
who  died  February  7,  1914.  Income  used  for  general  purposes. 

Eli  WHITNEY  Fund,  $5,000. 

Established  January  2,  1823,  by  gift  of  $500  from  Eli  Whitney,  B.A. 
1792.  Increased  to  its  present  amount  September  19,  1924,  by  bequest  from 
Eli  Whitney,  B.A.  1869,  who  died  June  12,  1924.  Income  used  for  the 
purchase  of  books  relating  to  practical  mechanics,  or  to  mechanical  and 
physical  science  generally. 

JosiAH  DwiGHT,  Clarissa  James,  and  James  Lyman  WHITNEY  Fund, 
57,211.63. 

Established  January  17,  191 2,  by  bequest  from  James  Lyman  Whitney, 
B.A.  1856,  who  died  September  25,  1910.  This  fund  is  to  be  made  up  of 
semiannual  payments  from  the  income  of  a  trust  fund  established  by  his 
will  to  continue  through  the  life  interest  of  a  number  of  persons.  Income 
used  for  general  purposes. 

WINTHROP  Fund,  $30,000. 

Established  December  11,  1926,  by  gift  from  Henry  Rogers  Winthrop, 
B.A.  1898,  in  memory  of  his  father,  Buchanan  Winthrop,  B.A.  1862,  who 
died  December  25,  1900.  Income  used  for  general  purposes  of  the  Library. 

Oliver  WOLCOTT  Fund,  $2,000. 

Established  October  19,  1807,  by  gift  from  Governor  Oliver  Wolcott, 
B.A.  1778.  Income  used  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

Theodore  S.  WOOLSEY  Fund,  $35,000. 

Established  December  3,  1924,  by  gift  from  Theodore  S.  Woolsey,  B.A. 
1872.  Income  used  for  the  purchase  and  care  of  books,  or  other  printed  or 
written  matter,  relating  to  international  law  and  diplomatic  history,  and 
for  collections  of  treaties. 

YALE  Alumni  Association  of  Long  Island  Fund,  $120. 

Established  June  15,  1897,  by  gift  from  the  Yale  Alumni  .'\ssociation  of 
Long  Island.  Income  used  for  general  purposes. 

The  YALE  Collection  of  American  Literature. 

Established  October,  191 1,  by  gift  from  Owen  Franklin  Aldis,  B.A.  1874, 
of  his  collection  of  first  and  notable  editions,  manuscripts,  and  letters  of 
American  authors.  Shortly  after  its  establishment  an  addition  of  1,000 
volumes  was  made  by  an  anonymous  donor  (George  E.  Dimock,  B.A. 
1874),  consisting  of  American  poetry  from  the  library  of  the  late  Edmund 
Clarence  Stedman,  B..^.  1 853.  The  collection  is  kept  in  a  separate  room  and 
is  a  reference  collection.  It  now  includes  about  5,000  volumes. 

YALE  LIBR.ARY  IN  1742. 

In  1742  President  Clap  "prepared  a  catalogue  of  the  books  in  the  library 
under  appropriate  heads."  In  the  Sterling  Memorial  Library  all  of  the 
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original  books  remaining  in  the  Library  are  in  a  special  room  provided  for 
them,  where  they  are  arranged  in  the  same  order  as  they  were  in  1742. 
President  Clap's  catalogue  was  printed  by  Thomas  (Jrecn  of  New  London 
in  174J,  with  the  title  A  Catalogue  oj  the  Library  of  Yale-College  in  New- 
Haven.  A  facsimile  reprint  of  the  Catalogue  was  issued  in  1931,  on  the 
occasion  of  the  dedication  of  the  Sterling  Memorial  Library. 

YALE  MEM0RAB1LL'\. 

A  collection  of  all  official  publications  of  Yale  University  and  of  its 
schools  and  departments,  semiofficial  and  unofficial  publications,  student 
publications,  class  books,  albums,  pictures,  programs  of  class  exercises, 
diplomas,  views  of  Yale,  portraits,  publications  relating  to  Yale  University, 
publications  by  or  about  Yale  graduates,  whether  manuscript  or  print. 
This  collection  is  kept  as  a  unit.  The  present  curator  is  Thomas  R.  Barnum. 

Samuel  Amos  YORK  Fund,  ^6,500. 

Established  May  15,  1924,  by  gift  from  Samuel  A.  York,  B.A.  1890,  in 
memory  of  his  father,  Samuel  Amos  York,  B.A.  1863,  who  died  November 
5,  1898.  Income  used  for  the  purchase  of  books.
